MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 27 (AP)—A 
tropical hurricane whirled out 
over the Gulf of Mexico for a 
second punch at Florida today 
leaving one dead, hundreds home- 
less and property damage in the 
Millions in the state’s rich resort 
and citrus areas. 

The storm had had a velocity 


of 150 miles an hour after it first 
s:ruck Florida, but was somewhat 
tamed as it swept across the 
Florida peninsula. 

It was expected to resume ‘hur- 
ricane strength in six- to eight- 
hour crossing of the Gulf. Present 
indications are that it will hit 
northwest Florida in the Apala- 
chicola-Tallahassee area. 

Cross Coastline. 

“Winds will continue to increase 
in northwest Florida,“ said W. R. 
Davis, a Miami storm forecaster. 
“The center will cross the coast- 
line again around nightfall, possi- 
bly a bit earlier or later, accord- 
ing to the storm’s behavior now 
that it is over water again.” 
Davis reminded residents 
northwest Florida: 

“You are under hurricane warn- 
ings. These warnings have been 
hoisted from Cedar Key to Carra- 
belle and of course extend to in- 
land points behind this coastal 


area. 

“No new formal advisory is 
planned until 4 p.m., because the 
area now is under warn-

Once again, evacuation of planes 
and persons from danger spots 
was under way, just as it was yes- 
terday on the Florida east coast. 

The storm cut a wide swath of 
destruction on its way across the 
peninsula after pounding the East 
Coast and the Lake Okeechobee 
region. 

At 10 am. the United States 
Weather Bureau pinpointed the 
hurricane about 50 miles north 
northwest of Tampa, moving in a 
northwesterly direction about 16 
miles an hour. 

150-Mile Wind. 

eThe wind, as it struck the “gold 
coast” from Hollywood to Vero 
Beach—a stretch of 120 miles— 
was recorded at 150 miles an hour. 

The one death attributed to the 
storm was that of Andrew Jonk- 
man, 20 years old. He drowned 
at Miami as he tried to swim 
ashore after purposely sinking his 
sailboat to protect it from the 
storm. 

At Stuart, damage was estimated 
at more than $3,500,000 and more 
than 500 persons were left home- 
less. 

The Red Cross here estimated 
more than 2000 of the city’s 7000 
homes had been damaged. The

In First Major 4th Round Test 


Goodrich Employes in Seven States Called 


Out in Demand for Pay Increase 
and Pensions. 


AKRON, o., Aug. 27 (AP) — 
Union , labor’s first major strike 
for a fourth round of postwar 
wage increases was launched to- 
day. The CIO struck B. F. Good- 
rich, one of the rubber industry’s 
Big Four. 


Ordering about 17,000 Goodrich 
workers in seven states to strike, 
President H. R. Lloyd of the CIO- 
United Rubber Workers said: 

“Unfortunately, the company 
showed not the slightest interest 
in reaching an amicable. settle- 
ment. We were compelled to take 
this action to protect the interest 
of our membership.” 


Lipyd made this statement in 
Dayton, O., where negotiations on 
a new contract broke down last 
night just before the old one ex- 
pired. As authorized by the union 
membership, the strike started at 


URW’s biggest Goodrich local 
here set up picket lines, halting 
work by 11,000 employes. The 
other plants at Los Angeles, Cad- 
illac, Mich. Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
Miami, Okla., Clarksville, Tenn., 
and Oaks, Pa., aiso were ordered 
to strike. 

So far as could be determined, 


the call to employes in other 
Goodrich plants was 100 per cent 
effective. At the Miami plant, it 
was unnecessary; management al- 
ready has voluntarily closed the 
place for a 10-day “vacation.” 

For its part, Goodrich com- 
plained in a letter sent out before 
the strike was called that the 
“URW has chosen B. F. Goodrich 
men and women and our company 
to be guinea pigs in the fourth- 
round wage try.” 

After the strike started, Good- 
rich Vice President J. W. Keener 
contended the union had served 
no notice on the company. 

Howover, both he and Lloyd 
agreed to resume negotiations in 
Dayton today. 

Union Objectives. 


The union wants 25-cents-an- 
hour pay increases, $100-a-month 
pensions paid by the company and 
health and welfare benefits. The 
industry-wide averag pay for 
production workers has been 
$1.51 an hour. 

The company, calling its wages 
“among the highest in ‘the United 
States,” said in a letter to its em- 
ployes:

The subcommittee is checking 
on whether improper influence has 
figured in the handling of Govern- 
ment business. Vaughan is sched- 
uled to testify when the public 
hearings are resumed next Tues- 
day. His name has come up at 
the inquiry every day. 

Maragon Turns Silent. 

In reply to questions, Hoey said 
the committee plans to turn over 
to the Department of Justice evi- 
dence it has gathered about the 
affairs of John Maragon. Mara- 
gon, a former Kansas City boot- 
black, is a normally talkative 
man-about-Washington. who sud- 
dently turned silent, yesterday 
when the committee sought to 
question him about a lot of mat- 
ters, 

They include testimony by a 
committee investigator that Mara- 
gon made deposits of $119,608.61 in 
checking accounts over a five-year 
period. Maragon previously had 
sworn at a hearing behind closed 
doors that his income over the 
same period totaled only around 
$30,000,

BELGRADE, Aug. 27 (UP)—A 
Russian warship has entered Yugo- 
slavia twice in the last two weeks 
and steamed along the entire 200- 
mile stretch of the Danube river 
between "Romania and Hungary, 
defiantly ignoring Yugoslav orders 
to halt. 

Yugoslav Transport Ministry of- 
ficials, in confirming the incidents, 
said the warship, a monitor, 
mounted light guns and acted in a 
“deliberately provocative and dem- 
onstrative manner.“ 

The monitor appeared suddenly 
at the Tugoslav- Romanian fron- 
tier town of Kladovo just before 
dawn Aug. 12—only hours after 
the Soviet Union had presented a 
note to Belgrade denouncing the 
Tito government as an “enemy 
and foe” of Russia. 

Signals Reported Ignored. 

Yugoslav frontier guards gave 


repeated but futile signals to the 


vessel to anchor and submit to 
examination in accordance with 
the river code adopted by the 
riparian powers in Belgrade in 
August 1948. The monitor ignored 
the signals and sailed boldly up 
the river under constant observa- 
tion by Soviet planes, according to 
the Yugoslav account. It took two 
days for it to reach Hungary. 

Then yesterday, the Monitor 
suddenly appeared at the Yugo- 
slav-Hungarian frontier, 
more ignored Yugoslav commands 
to halt, and steamed leisurely 
down the Danube toward Roma- 
nia, the Yugoslav said. 

Yugoslav guards were said to 
have been careful not to give the 
slightest excuse to the Russians 
to precipitate any incident which 
might throw the Balkans intova 
new turmoil. 

Observers saw the warship move 
as new Soviet pressure on Yugo- 
slavia for refusing to take orders 
from Moscow. They pointed out

Reports of Troop Moves. 

Reports from Trieste, meantime, 
said Yugoslavia has moved troops 
into the Fiume and Pola areas in 
an apparent effort to curb any 
sabotage by Cominform agents. 

A Trieste dispatch quoted of- 
ficial Italian sources there as say- 
ing that Yugoslav troops moved 
into strategic positions in the 
northwest corner of the country 
after fire broke out Thursday in 
the big Romsa oil refinery at 
Fiume, third largest refinery in 
Europe. 

An official Yugoslav announce- 
ment denied reports that the 
plant had been sabotaged. It 
said the fire had been extin- 
guished quickly and that the re- 
finery again was operating at full 
capacity. 

Trieste reported, however, that 
billowing columns of dense smoke 
still covered the Fiume area to- 
day. Reliable sources in the in- 
ternational city said intense heat 
had hampered all efforts to ex- 
ti ish the fire.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP)— 
Representative Burdick (Rep.), 
North Dakota, said yesterday he 
w “hopeful” but not sure that 
he could obtain an investigation 
of the army engineers’ land buy- 
‘ing of the Garrison (N.D.) Dam.

Burdick claims that the Army 
engineers do not have such au- 
thority. He said they have au- 
thority only to acquire land neces- 
sary to operate a pool elevation of 
no more than 1830 feet. 

The Garrison Dam is being built 
to permit an elevation of 1850 
feet, as desired by the Army engi- 
neers. 

Both Burdick and Representa- 
tive Lemke (Rep.), North Dakota, 
have repeatedly sought to have 
Congress limit the pool elevation 
to the 1830-foot level. 

The House recently refused to 
approve an amendment by Lemke 
to a big public works authoriza- 
tion bill which could have limited 
the pool to 1830 feet. 

Earlier this year, however, the 
House approved a similiar amend- 
ment to the Army engineers’ civil 
functions bill. The Senate threw 
that out and the issue is unsettled 
in a joint conference committee. 

Burdick and Lemke claim that 
Congress at no time gave the 
Army engineers authority to ac- 
quire land for the higher pool.

St. Louisan Listed as Survivor 
In Loss of Submarine in Arctic

HAMMERFEST, Norway, Aug. 
27 (UP)—The commander of the 
ill-fated submarine Cochino told 
today how his officers and men 
Gashed across a narrow plank to 
the tossing deck of another sub- 
marine after a series of expjo- 
sions on his own craft in Arctic 
waters. 

Lt. Comdr. Rafael Benitez, 
Puerto Rican-born skipper of the 
Cochino, said there were two main 
explosions several hours apart on 
his submarine Thursday. It sank 
in the rough sea within 30 min- 
utes of the last explosion and 
only two minutes after Benitez 
himself reathed the safety of the 
submarine Tusk alongside. 

Only one man aboard the Co-

chino—Robert Philo, of Newark, 
N.J., a civilian radio technician— 
was lost. However, 12 men from 
the rescue submarine Tusk were 
swept overboard and six of them 
drowned. 

St. Louisan a Survivor. 

Seventy-eight officers and crew- 
men of the Cochino were rescued 
and brought to this port by the 
Tusk. Later the Tusk, escorted by 
a Norwegian destroyer, left for 
home with the survivors, including 
one from St. Louis, Mo. 

Benitez said in an interview 
that the first explosion aboard the 
1525-ton Cochino occurred just 
after it had arrived at its Arctic 
rendezvous with the Tusk, a few 
hundred miles from the Russian 
port of Murmansk. 

“The first explosion did not 
damage the Cochino so severely 
that an abandon ship order had 
to be given,” he said. “I decided 
to transfer only part of the crew 
to the Tusk. 

“The sea was very rough. When 
we tried to send the Men across 
in a rubber dinghy, one man was 
blown into the sea. He was saved 
by men from the Tusk and given 
first aid. 

„But while this was going on, a 
huge wave took him and 12 others 
from the Tusk and swept them 
into the sea. Six men from the 
Tusk were rescued, but the tech- 
nician from the Cochino and 
six men from the Tusk were 
drowned.” 

Among those W drowned was 
James R. Miller of Liberty, Mo. 

(Dispatches did not say so, but 
apparently the explosions occurred 
when the Cochino was running on 
the surface. Washington dis- 
patches quoted Navy experts as 
saying they believed the fire in 
the Cochino might have been ig- 
nited by an electric spark touch- 
ing off highly volatile hydrogen 
fumes from the batteries.) 

Second Explosion. 

Another explosion shook the 
submarine some hours later, 
Benitez said, and he gave the or- 
der to abandon ship. 

“Then we used 2 — — 

ay, a small wooden p , 
22 750 short to keep the two 
ships from smashing together in 
the heavy seas. 

“However, all the Cochino crew 
—even Lt. Comdr. Wright, my ex- 
ecutive officer, who was severely 
burned—got across. 

“Tt wasn't possible to heip the 
men as they made their dash to 
safety. As the two ships hit the 
bottom of a Wave, one man would 
run across the narrow plank, and 
on the next wave, another man 
would go.” 

Four Exceptionaily Brave. 

Benitez said every man showed 
outstanding gbravery during the 
rescue operation, but cited four 
for exceptional bravery. 

“Raymond G. Sugar, an excel- 
lent swimmer, jumped into the 
sea to save the first man to fall 
in the water. Lt. Comdr, George, 
Cook, executive officer of the 
Tusk, went overboard to save 
Philip Pennington. H. H. Rouch 
from the Cochino saved J. E. Mor- 
gan, while Norman Walker jumped 
in to save Philo. 

Many of the men were pulled 
out wearing nothing but under- 
shirts and shorts.” 

Despite Walker's rescue attempt, 
Philo drowned. 

Other casualties tn the Cochino’s 
crew were five men burned in 
the explosions. Only one was re- 
ported seriously injured. 

Among the survivors of the Co- 
chino is eth R. Diestel, 20- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs, Vic- 
tor H. Diestel, 4436 Itaska street, 
St. Louls, Mo. (A graduate of 
Roosevelt High School, Diestel 
joined the Navy in March 1947.

V. Storheill of the 
Norwegian naval high command 
told reporters there was no reason 
to be surprised at the presence of 
American ships near Norway’s 
Arctic coast. 

“We knew about it long in ad- 
vance and it is only natural that 
they want to train their crews 
under those conditions,” he said. 

(Norway, a signer of the North 
Atlantic Treaty, is an ally of, the 
United States.) 

Neither the Tusk nor the Co- 
chino sent any distress calls fol- 
lowing the explosions, Norwegian 
naval authorities said. The Tusk 
was in direct radio contact with 
Washington, which released the 
first report of the accident. 

The two vessels, together with 
the submarines Toro and Corsair 
were on cold-water training ma- 
neuvers. They left New London 
July 18 and visited Londonderry, 
Ireland, and Portsmouth, England, 
before sailing for the Arctic. 

The four craft were temporarily 
assigned to United States naval 
forces in European waters. They 


Tusk Only Craft Nearby. 

But only the Tusk was near the 
Cochino when the explosions oc- 
curred. Wo said the four 
ships had separated. 

Skipper’s Comment, 

Worthington, a veteran of war- 
time submarine fighting in the 
Pacific, said the rescue of the 
Cochino’s crew was “one of the 
most dangerous jobs” of his entire 
career. 

“While 1 supervised the rescue 
operation, the Tusk was maneu- 
vered by her executive officer, 
Gebrge Cook,” Worthington said. 
“His seamanship saved the lives 
of many men.” 

Praising the rescue of men from 
the Tusk who were swept over- 
board by the high seas, Worthing- 
ton said: 

Their shipmates went over- 
board with lines wrapped around 
them to pull them back. They 
were in constant danger of being 
crushed between the two ships, 
which were pounding together. 

“One man, Torpedoman Third 
Class Walker, insisted on joining 
the overboard rescue even though 
he couldn’t swim.” 

Worthington said the Tusk pro- 
ceeded alone to Hammerfest after 
the Cochino sank, picking up a 
Norwegian vessel along the way

George McGhee, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for Middle Eastern 
Affairs, told reporters the Clapp 
committee would give attention to 
the problem of the 950,000 Arab 
refugees from Israel. 
In ͤ his statement, the President 
said Clapp would resume his du- 
ties with the TVA as soon as the 
U.N. mission has completed its 
work, which, he said, was ex- 
pected to be “in a comparatively 
short time.”

The Senate action apparently 
would leave up to the Secretary of 
Defense an undercover dispute 
among the Air Force, Navy and 
Army as to which arm should 
handle guided missiles. 

The Senate bill must go back 
to the House for action on numer- 
ous changes. These probably will 
be adjusted by a Senate-House 
House conference committee.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 27 
(AP)—Gov. Forrest Smith signed 
today a bill doubling Missouri's 
two-cent gasoline tax. One of the

Smith issued a statement calling 
on Missourians to defeat a plan 
to hold up the program by refer- 
ring it to popular vote in the No- 
vember 1950, general election. He 
urged citizens to refused to sign 
referendum petitions.

They 
said their campaign to get 55,000 
signatures and put the referendum 
proposal on the ballot is all ready 
to go. 

The bill was passed without an 
emergency clause so it goes into 
‘effect Oct. 14. But if the referen- 
dum petitions are filed before then 
and accepted by the Secretary of 
State, its operation would be halted 
automatically at ledst until after 
the 1950 election. , 

Hints at Legal Steps. 

If the petitions are filed the 
Governor hinted legal steps may 
be taken to keep the proposal off 
the ballot. 

He cited a section of the 1945 
constitution which bars referen- 
dums on bills affecting the public

Those Social Security Benefits 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial “Memo to Congress and 
Others,” bemoans the fact that many el- 
derly persons lose old-age social securi- 
ty insurance benefits, which you inti- 
mate have been bought and paid-for, by 
not applying for those benefits soon 
enough. 


Your editorial illustrates the fallacy 
of current social security thinking. 
Benefits now payable to retired elderly 
persons cannot, by the wildest stretch of 
the imagination, be considered as bought 
and paid-for. 


For example, consider a worker cov-. 


ered from 1937 to retirement at age 65 
on Jan. 1, 1949 (12 years). This work- 
er, let us say, earned an average of 
$2000 a year. He would have contributed, 
during that 12-year period, a total of 
$240 and his employer would have con- 
tributed a like amount. Improved at 
3 per cent compound interest, the tetal 
of both contributions would have been 
$568 at retirement. Such a retired 
worker would receive a primary social 
security benefit of $35.47 a month for 
life. At age 65, the worth of a $35.47 
monthly life annuity is $4288, even on a 
relatively unconservative net-cost basis. 


Thus the worker is “entitled to” bene- 
fits worth $4288 toward which he and 
his employer together only contributed 
$568.- Is that social security benefit 
bought and paid-for? 

The illustration used is relatively fa- 
vorable to social security on a cost 
basis, since there are usually family 
benefits available to further increase 
the hypothetical $35.47 monthly income 
without requiring extra contributions. 
Also, for workers with less than a $2000 
average income, the disproportion be- 
tween contributions and benefits is even 
greater. It is conservatively estimated 
that, for the average worker, the true 
cost of social security benefits is from 
three to four times the present contribu- 
tion rate. 

This generation is not providing for 
its own pensions. Pensions for today’s 
workers will be paid for in large meas- 
ure by taxes levied on the next genera- 
tion,

The Need for Economy 


Workers Without Rights 


This week 40 Negro migratory workers won a 
strike for decent living conditions at a food 
products company in Wisconsin. What they won 
the hard way is guaranteed to most other work- 
ers in the United States by law or union con- 
tract, but poverty and-discrimination have. been 
left the lot of migrants. 

The FBI found no evidence of peonage or 
‘civil rights violations in the Wisconsin case. 
But such accusations have been frequently made 
elsewhere. Peonage conditions have been charged 
in the swamps of Florida and Georgia, the beet 
sugar fields of the North and West in the vine- 
yards of California. 

In far too many places the camps of migra- 
tory workers reveal humans living under sub- 
human conditions. Barracks and beds are filthy. 
Tiny children labor in the fields despite the 
child labor laws. Even smaller children are 
tied and staked while their parents work. Many 
see no more than a month or two of school, for 
they are not part of the community, and the 
community often does not care about them. 

Racial or national discrimination is also fre- 
quently the lot of migratory workers. Signs of 
“No Mex” abound in Western states, and even 
in Vermilion County, III., a policeman's inter- 
vention was required to get beer for a young 
asparagus cutter named Cantu. He had served 
in the South Pacific. 
tions face every kind of segregation. 


The way in which these ever-moving workers 
are recruited contributes to their squalor. Labor 
contractors canvass areas of surplus workers, 
largely in the cotton country but even into Mex- 
ico. The workers are promised many things, 
but seldom do they get the protection of a con- 
tract. The Wisconsin farm hands were prom- 
ised $35 to $60 a week, but rain stopped field 
work and what they received was $3 to $15‘a 
week after board and transportation charges 
were deducted. 

In fairness to a minority of the labor recruit- 
ers, social workers say that some employers 
have found it good business to provide decent 
housing and sanitary facilities and good pay. But 
the Federal Interagency Committee on Migrant 
Labor reached this conclusion; 


Child labor, substandard living and a pad- 
lock against education have destroyed the 
rights of children and drastically disturbed 
the integrity of family life among migrant 
workers. . Unorganized, unprotected by 
workmen’s compensation laws in most states, 
ineligible for educational, health or welfare 
benefits while following the elusive dollar 

. migrants frequently find maintenance 
of even a minimum standard of living an 


impossibility. 

Organized labor has a responsibility here, but 
the transient nature of these workers makes 
unionization difficult. Most states have failed 
miserably to protect the migrant families. An 
outstanding exception is New Jersey, which es- 
tablished a Division of Migrant Labor in 1945 
and sends inspectors into the back roads to help 
the migrants. 

The Federal Government has paid little at- 
tention to migratory workers. It did recently 
sign an agreement with Mexico to guarantee 
rights to Mexican workers, but only after the 
neighbor republic refused to permit its workers 
to enter Texas because of discrimination there. 
Mexicans drowned at the rate of one a day try- 
ing to slip across the Rio Grande. 

Congress has left migratory workers without 
coverage under the Fair Labor Standards Act 
or the Social Security Law. Provisions of the 
Lanham Act, which created nurseries and other 
care for children of working mothers, were al- 
lowed to lapse. 

These thousands of migrants have no real 
spokesmen, and no pressure to exert. The least 
Congress could do is to give migrants equal pro- 
tection with other workers. 
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How Many Aldermen? 
Shall the Board of Aldermen be elected by 
districts or at large? How large should it be? 
With one exception, witnesses appearing be- 
fore the Board of Freeholders favored the pres- 
ent system of district repfesentation. St. Louis 


has tried it both ways, and while each system 


has its peculiar drawbacks, the district system 
has worked out more happily. 

District representation does create a constant 
temptation to concoct pork barrels and to do 
petty favors at the expense of larger interests. 
A case in point is the propensity of Aldermen to 
take stop signs and play at being amateur traf- 

“fic experts. Another case is the misplaced 
“aldermanic courtesy” that has caused the board 
to shoot the zoning law full of holes by repeated 
“spot” amendments. The Freeholders should 
aim for a kind of government that will minimize 
such abuses. Surely, this can be done without 
abandoning democratic district representation. 

Several speakers wanted to keep the board 
membership at 28; one even hinted at enlarging 
it. The arguments for this course are far from 
persuasive. Today’s large boards are constantly 
meddling with details of municipal administra- 
tion; a smaller board would have to stick closer 
to its proper business of making policy. 

With a larger district to represent, the in- 
dividual memben would have less time and be 
under less pressure to do petty favors; he would 
find it easier than the present Aldermen to keep 
an eye out for the welfare of the whole com- 
munity. Also it would make possible better pay 
and higher-type municipal legislators.

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That Silent Witness 

Congress is having a difficult time putting its 
finger on the vague activities of the five- 
percenters, One of the most influential of these, 
John Maragon, refused to answer Senate com- 
mittee questions on grounds he might incrimi- 
nate himself. Since the Senators cannot force 
an answer, they may be compelled to seek help 
from professional investigative agencies. 

So far the committee has not been able to 
show that either Maragon alone, or through his 
relations with the White House military aide, 
Harry Vaughan, bribed anybody. But enough 
has been disclosed on other grounds to create 
suspicion, and Maragon evidently had rather re- 
main under suspicion than risk incrimination. 

A Senate committee accountant says Maragon 
deposited $119,608 in five years in which he 
earlier insisted his income was only $6000 or 
$7000 a year. The witness also states that Mara- 
gon apparently got $1000 a month from a per- 
fume company while on an official mission to 
Greece. Other testimony indicated that Mara- 
gon and Vaughan both intervened to secure ra- 
tioned building materials for a race track. 

The specific questions on which Maragon re- 
fuses to talk are exactly the questions that ought 
to be answered. They are how he got his money, 
who paid it to him, whether he paid taxes on it 
and what influence he exerted on government to 
win his commissions. If Maragon stands on 
constitutional silence, then he becomes a suit- 
able subject for the thought of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue and the Justice Department. 
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Display of Mayoral Flexibility 
To Mayor Darst’s credit, he has overcome his 
original hostility to state action on rent control. 
Less than a month ago, a District Court in 
Chicago handed down a verdict which, if sus- 
tained in the Supreme Court, will abolish all 
federal rent controls at a single stroke. Mr. 
Darst said at the time that he had “no thought” 
of turning to the State Legislature for help. He 
argued it wouldn’t be long before “the extreme 
tight occupancy situation will be relieved.” 
Today, he expresses a more realistic view of: 
how acute the housing shortage is in St. Louis. 
He has appealed to the city’s Congressmen to 
correct the possible constitutional defect in the 
federal rent law. He is still skeptical of rent 
control by the city government, but he has also 
asked the St. Louis delegation in the Legislature 
for a state law thdt can take effect in the large 
cities if federal ceilings go off prematurely. If 
a state law is written so as to deal with the 
crowded suburbs as well as with the central city, 
it will be preferable to an enabling act that 
merely empowers cities to adopt rent ordinances. 
The Mayor did well to change his mind. 
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Same Old Meat Ax 


Senator Douglas of Illinois proposed a 40 per 


cent cut in the bill to replenish the rivers and 


harbors pork barrel, and an outraged Senate 
voted him down. Now Senator McClellan of 
Arkansas, president of the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress and chief of the pork barrel 
lobby, is urging Congress to order President 
Truman to trim 5 or 10 per cent off every ap- 
propriation passed this year... * 
The two proposals are superficially similar bu 
actually very different. Mr. Douglas was asking 
for economy in a specific program that could be 
postponed or even largely abolished without 
harming anyone but the local interests that 
profit when the Army Engineers tinker with 
rivers. Mr. McClellan demands an indiscrimi- 
nate cut in everything the Government does. It 
would deal too gently with bloated programs like 
his pork barrel and too harshly with some other 
activities that are already on austere budgets. 
In a large degree, it would be Representative 
John Taber’s “meat ax” kind of economy, cut- 


‘ting into the muscle fiber of government but 


sparing much of the fat. 

This is not to gainsay the duty of Congress to 
fix the maximum amount the Government can 
spend in any one year. The only way to do it 
intelligently, however, is to make a living thing 
of the so-called legislative budget. Congress 
should put its control of the purse on an open- 
eyed, businesslike basis. The McClellan reso- 
lution would just push congressional responsi- 
bility for economies onto the President. 
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Deposit in the Blood Bank 

Rarely does the Golden Rule operate so pre- 
cisely that a man’s good deed comes straightway 
back to him. But this did happen to a Mon- 
tana man who gave a Red Cross blood bank, 
the only pint it had of a rare type—and got it 
back a week later when he fell desperately ill 
and required a transfusion. It may well be that 
this man literally saved his own life. 

Be that as it may, anyone who gives blood to 
the Red Cross banks knows that it will be passed 
on free of charge to someone whose health or 
very life may depend on it. There is always a 
chance that a time will come when. the blood- 
giver will be on the receiving end of the Golden 
Rule. 

Whether that time arrives or not, the gift of 
blood is a unique kind of honor a person can pay 
to his or her common humanity, and still a very 
easy one to pay.

Should Gold Be Revalunted?

Instead of devaluing their own currencies, as many Americans urge, 
the British and other Europeans are retorting with suggestions that 
of the United States increase the value of gold, report says; expert 
opinion varies but so far Americans have turned ‘deaf ear to it. 


From Editorial Research Reports 


Editor’s note: Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Snyder made known this week 
his opposition to devaluing the @ollar 
by increasing the price of gold. 
European financial circles are more and 

more frequently suggesting revaluation of 
gold by the United States as one remedy 
for Europe's dollar shortage. The proposal 
is to increase the price of gold above the 
current rate of $35 an ounce. The issue 
will undoubtedly come up at the Anglo- 
Canadian-American financial talks opening 
in Washington on Sept. 6 and at the annual 
meeting of the International Monetary 
Fund on Sept. 13.

Why,“ the British and other Europeans 
have now taken to replying don't you in- 
crease the price of gold, instead of keeping 
it at that fictitiously low official rate of 
$35?” 

The steady drain on the gold and dol- 
lar reserves of Britain and of the sterling 
area underscores the urgency for some rem- 
edy.in the near future. Recent unofficial 
estimates are that these reserves will have 
dropped by about $400,000,000 during the 
current quarter, as compared with the $260,- 
000,000 drop in the previous quarter. 


Of the many solutions proposed for this 
critical financial situation, currency manip- 
ulation is considered by many as a very 
minor issue. But it is a sore one. The Brit- 
ish have vigorously opposed devaluation of 
their pound, and Americans are equally un- 
willing to devalue their dollar, in effect, 


| by increasing the price of gold. 


Opinions vary among proponents of a gold 
price increase as to just how it could ease 


the dollar shortage. One argument strong- 
ly presented in Europe is that an increase 
in the gold price in terms of dollars would 
augment the dollar earnings of , gold-pro- 
ducing countries, primarily the Union of 
South Africa. This in turn, it is said, 
would add to the dollar receipts of the 
sterling area dollar pool, and thus would 
reduce the drain on Britain’s reserves. 


South Africa, far and away the biggest 
producer of gold, has long expressed open- 
ly the view that gold prices are too low. 
In 1948 it produced over $405,000,000 worth 
of gold, at the current rate of $35 an ounce, 
or more than half of the total world pro- 
duction of $793,000,000. .. , 

Others see a cure for the financial crisis 
in redistributing the “profits” resulting 
from gold revaluation. The Federal Re- 
serve Board reports that the United States 
held a total stock of gold on Aug. 17 worth 
$24,608,000,000 at the current rate of $35 an 
ounce. If the price were to be raised to 
$45 an ounce, as has been suggested most 
frequently, the value of our gold would 
jump automatically to $31,639,000,000, pro- 
ducing out of thin air a profit of $7,031,- 
000,000. 

Some advocates of gold revaluation, nota- 
bly Anthony Eden, have proposed that this 
profit be donated to European governments, 
or be earmarked as a stabilizing fund to 
be used as backlog for foreign currencies. 
This step, it is argued, would liberate trade 
and thus correct the present export-import 
unbalance. 1 

Officially, the United States has so far 
rejected all pleas for gold revaluation. The 
Americans maintain that at best the plan 
would be only a superficial and temporary 
remedy, and at worst would intensify in- 
stead of alleviating the crisis.

Distorts Facts 


on Defense Bill 


Says Contracts Are Barred to Firms Using 
Time Studies Measure Merely Forbids 
Use of U.S. Funds for Such Surveys.

A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27— The 
Committee for Constitutional Gov- 
ernment, Inc., a registered lobby 
that spends more than $500,000 a 
year, has made use of a serious 
distortion of fact in a bitter at- 
tack on organized labor. 

The distortion occurs in a mes. 
sage which the committee said it 
sent to congressional leaders by 
wire and to all members of Con- 
gress and the press by mail, The 
message is dated Aug. 23 and car- 
ries the following heading: 

“You have pending in Congress 
an act to outlaw productive ef- 
ficiency, an act to encourage cab- 
otaging America’s defense. Will 
your constituents approve your 
voting for such an act when it is 
unmasked and called by its right 
name?” 

The burden of the message is 
that into the pending armed rerv- 
ices appropriation bill has been 
inserted a provision which would 
deny any part of these funds to 
any firm using the time-study 
method of increasing industrial ef- 
ficiency. The bill has been passed 
by the House and is before the 
Senate. a 


Labor's Objection. 


Time and motion studies are 
conducted in big industries as a 
means of eliminating wasted time 
and wasted motion by workers 
and thus increasing productivity. 
When conducted scientifically and 
evaluated honestly, organized la- 
bor does not object to them, as 
they do not tend to increase, and 
may reduce, the effort expended 
by a worker. Labor unions object 
to what they consider “phony” 
studies, unscientific surveys used 
merely to enforce a “speed-up.” 

A part of the committee’s mes- 
sage follows: 

“The very heart of our coun- 
try’s defense is the efficiency of 
its production mechanism. A dag- 
ger-thrust is concealed in the 
pending armed services appropria- 
tion bill. If you permit the pro- 
posal to become law every ef- 
ficiently managed American en- 
terprise will be barred from doing 
any work or producing anything 
for your Government in peace- 
time or in a war emergency. 


“Labor union bosses have al- 
ways fought and sabotaged time 
and motion studies. ... Now that 
labor monopolists openly avow 
their purpose to ‘purge’ Congress 
and eventually to take over our 
Government, one of them gets a 
legislative ‘friend of labor’ to slip 
into the bill the gimmick to out- 
law the scientific yardstick for 
measuring and efficiently direct- 
ing all mechanical operations in 
American industry. The trick is 


can go to ‘any person, firm or 
corporation’ that makes a time 
study ‘of any job of any employe.’

| Actual Wording. 

What the provision actually 
states is this: 
| “No part of the appropriations 
made in this act shall be avail- 
able for contracts with any per- 
son, firm or corporation to make 
or cause to be made with a stop- 
watch or other time-measuring 
device a time study of any job 
of any employe.” 

As far as can be determined 
this merely forbids the use of 
government funds for making 
time-studies. Corporations would 
have to use their own money to 
increase the efficiency of their 
own operations. 

Although . the Committee for 
Constitutional Government makes 
it appear that this. is some new 
subversive move on the part of 
labor, the provision is not new 
at all. Represenfative Clarence 
Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, Chair- 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee, told the Post-Dispatch 
it was known as.the Taylor 
amendment and had been in hum- 
erous appropriations bills for 
more than 30 years. 

Cannon pointed out he has de- 
scribed this limitation on appro- 
priations in his authoritative man- 
ual, “Cannon’s Procedure in the 
House of Representatives,” the 
fourth edition of which was pub- 
lished in 1945. There are many 
other special limitations in gov- 
ernment contracts. 

Paul Revere Messages. 

It seems unlikely the committee 
staff misread or misinterpreted 
the provision for this reason: Ac- 
companying the copy of the tele- 
gram was one of a series of “Paul 
Revere Messages” entitled “Sabo- 
taging Our Defense Program” and 
attributed to Willford I. King, an 
employe of and spokesman for the 
committee. 

In this message King quoted the 
pertinent part of the stop-watch 
provision with complete accuracy, 
but he wrote, nevertheless: 

“The traitors bent on the de- 
struction of our Republic have no 
thought of staking the success of 
their undertaking solely upon the 
more or less fortuitous aid fur- 
nished by the labor monopolies. 
They believe it feasible to use 
Congress as a tool to encompass 
its own destruction. If you doubt 
this statement read section 630 
of H.R. 4146.“ (The stop-watch 
section was quoted at this point.)

A drop of 2.8 per cent in St. 


June and mid-July, was reported 
in the retail food price index of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, is- 
sued yesterday by the Bureau's 
north central regional office. 
However, there was a rise of 2.4 


mid-May to mid-June. 

The St. Louis retail food cost 
index in mid-July went down to 
206.8 per cent of the 1935-39 aver- 
age and reached a point of 7.8 per 
cent below the level of a year ago. 

The St. Louis housewife, how- 
ever, still pays 120.5 per cent more 
for food than she did in mid- 
August 1939. This means that she 
wurrently pays $22.05 for food 
which cost her only $10 ten years 
earlier. 

A sharp drop of 10.9 per cent 
in fresh fruits and vegetables was 
the most significant factor in 
the over-all decrease in St. Louis 
retail food costs. The price of 
potatoes fell 265 per cent, and 
oranges went down 2.2 per cent. 
Lettuce moved up 7.5 per cent and 
carrots 1.9 per cent. Canned fruits 
and vegetables declined 0.9 per 
cent, while the dried items edged 
up 0.4 per cent. 

Meats, poultry and fish fell 2.9 
per cent during the month ending 
in mid-July. Lamb items dropped 
9 per cent, pork chops 7.7 per cent, 
poultry 6.2 per cent, and chuck 
roast 3 per cent. Fats and oils de- 
creased fractionally, while cereals 
and bakery products remained un-

Von Manstein scribbled busily 
in the dock as the pile of docu- 
ments in front of him grew higher. 
He quickly and expertly leafed 
through them as the prosecutor, 
Sir Arthur Comyns-Carr, read 
them slowly to the court and ex- 
plained the significance of each 
paper in his case. The documents 
were captured by the Allies and 
most of them are on loan from 
Washington. . 
The court rejected a defense 
move to bar an important section 
of the prosecution’s evidence. This 
was the written record of evidence 
taken from three condemned Nazi 
officers in Landsberg jail. They 
were officers of the notorious Ein- 
satz-Gruppe assigned to the vast 
task of exterminating the Jews of 
Poland and Russia. 

The defense demanded that the 
men thémselves be produced, but 
the court ruled that the written 
evidence was admissible.

The former Ambassador to Brit- 
ain and author of the Dawes plan 
for World War I reparations said 
the nation and the world could get 
along without advice from him.

He had no special plans for the 
day and thought he might drop 
down to his office in the City Na- 
tional Bank, where he is chairman 
of the board, for an hour or so. 
“Presents?” he said, adjusting 
his hearing aid.

After 60 a 
man never gets anything but ties 
or socks. It seems to be a gen- 
eral rule.”

“I come into the office each day 
but I really don’t do any work,” he 
said. “You know, a chairman of 
the board—as Averell Harriman 
once said—is just a retired busi- 
hess man who doesn’t know it.”

Sawyer’s Report. 

Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawyer has been making a field 
survey of the situation. Yester- 
day, he gave presidential assistant 
John R. Steelman a 6000-word re- 
port-on his findings. 

He told Steelman that business 
men generally feel that there is 
no cause for alarm about unem- 
ployment. He said that they agree 
that ecenomic conditions are fav- 
orable and that there is no need for 
any government “pump-priming” 
to stimulate activity. 

Sawyer said, however, that most 
businessmen believe a reduction 
in wartime excise taxes would aid 
their recovery considerably. 


MISSING WIDOW 
NOT AS WEALTHY 
AS FIRST SUPPOSED 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 27 (AP)— 
The mystery of missing Mimi 
Boomhower’s whereabouts remains 
clouded today. Police said, how- 
ever, that one aspect of the case 
has cleared up: The 48-year-old 
widow wasn’t as financially well 
off as first supposed. 

They found yesterday that on 
July 8 Mrs. Boomhower had 
pawned a $5000 wrist watch for 
$100. Shortly before her disap- 
pearance Aug. 18 she borrowed 
$200 from a friend. Her bank ac- 
counts were small. Her Bel Air 
mansion was up for sale at $65,000. 

Investigators know also that she 
was trying to sell the collection of 
big game trophies she and her 
late husband, Novice Boomhower, 
had bagged on jungle safaris.

The well was drilled in 1859 by 
a man who decided the oil busi- 
ness had more future than being 
a conductor on a railroad. Only a 
few persons were around when oil 
spurted from the well that Col. 
Edwin L. Drake had drilled. Drake 
didn’t die rich, but he founded a 
multi-billion-dollar industrx. 

More than 5000 persons were ex- 
pected for the anniversary celebra- 
tion. They included business and 
industry leaders, including Secre- 
tary of the Navy Francis P. 
Matthews. 

Drake, a railroad conductor who 
liked to tinker and who thought 
oil might come to the surface if a 
fellow drilled deep enough, hit oil 
at 69% feet. That lucky break 
for Drake started the oil indus- 
try. Now, powerful drilling rigs 
sometimes have to drill 12,000 feet 
before they reach oil, but the 
world needs oil so badly every 
effort is being made to find fields 
in remote Sections of the globe.

Court Condemns ‘Nazi- 
Like Doctrine’ of Army 
in Excluding Them 
From West Coast. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27 (AP) 
—Assailing the Army’s wartime 
Western Defense Command for a 
“Nazi-like doctrine,” the United 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has affirmed restoration of 
citizenship to three Japanese- 
Americans. 

The opinion yesterday sharply 
condemned the wartime exclusion 
from the West Coast of persons 
of Japanese blood. It said Lt. Gen. 
John L. De Witt, wartime chief of 
the Western Defense Command, 
held to a “Nazi-like doctrine of 
inherited racial enmity.” 


The Appellate Court agreed with | on 


the Los Angeles District Court 
that the three Japanese had re- 
nounced citizenship “not as a re- 
sult of their free and intelligent 
choice, but rather because of men- 
tal fear, intimidation and coer- 
cions, depriving them of the free 
exercise of their will.” 

The three who regained their 
citizenship were Mrs. Miye Mae 
Murakami, now of Torrance; Mrs. 
Tsutake Sumi, West Los Angeles; 
and Mrs. Mutsu Shimizu, now of 
Roscoe. They, and thousands of 
others, renounced their citizenship 
after being ousted from coastal 
areas and placed in camps which, 
the Circuit Court said, were, “in 
important respects, worse than 
any federal penitentiary.” 

The court took note that the

Since North made a strong bid 
when he cue-bid the opponents’ 
spades, he should have: been satis- 
fiec to bid no more than five 
hearts, instead of six. 

West felt that before he lost 
his control of North’s club suit he 
had better establish a trick some- 
where, and therefore tried what 
was practically a “desperation” 
opening—a low diamond. South 
let the lead ride, and, not unnatur- 
ally, was pleased to win with the 
queen. It did him little good, 
however! When he drew trumps 
and led the club jack, West took 
his ace and promptly returned a 
club, South got one discard on the 
clubs, but he still had to lose a 
spade. 

The right line of play, after the 
favorable opening lead, was to 
draw two rounds of trumps, cash 
the diamond ace and Puff dummy’s 
last diamond, then to lead the club

After the diamonds were stripped, 
the lead of Souths’ low club would 
“fix” West! If he had three clubs 
there was nothing South could do 
about it unless the ten dropped; 
but with West actually holding 
only ace-small in clubs, he would 
be on the spot. If he put up the 
ace on the first lead, South would 
get two discards; if he ducked, the 
next club play would put him in 
with the blank ace and force a re- 
turn that would let South avoid 
the loss ot a spade.
